If some ignore one law, others are encour- 
aged to ignore other laws. 

Yet every person has to depend upon law 
| to protect his person, his rights, his pro- 
perty. This law cannot do unless it is taken 
seriously and obeyed as a matter of course 
by all but the small minority who have a 
criminal bent. To trifle with law is to trifle 
with one’s own security. We cannot have 
anarchy and safety at the same time And 
anarchy does not necessarily imply enmity to 
all law. It exists in degree anywhere if 
wide section of the population pick and 
choose as to which statute they shall obey 
and which they shall refuse to obey. 

There cannot be doubt in anybody's mind 
as to whether these U.S. longshoremen will 
gain public sympathy or lose it by going 
back to work when they found they were 
outside the law. Being outside, they had 
no claim to the benefit of law in having their 
grievances remedied. By getting inside they 
reinstated themselves as claimants for 
official attention. That they also gained 
sympathetic attention from the public is 
beyond question, for people generally do not 
Side with law-breakers nor even take the 
trouble to listen to their pleas.

To Defeat Gravity 


WASHINGTON, (NANA)— Pieces 
lof steel floating in air in defiance 
of gravity are reported from a 
Russian laboratory. 


They are small magnets “screen 
ed” from the earth by a layer of 
liquid helium under a lead plate 

Prof. V. Arkadiev of the Maxwe!! 
laboratory of the University of 
Moscow reports in the British scien- 
tific journal, Nature, that computa- 
tions led him to believe this could 
| be attained under proper conditions 
and the actual experiment was per- 
formed for him by Dr. Peter Ka- 
pitza, best known of Russian nuclear 
| physicists 

This weird phenomenon of anti 
gravity is not considered more than 
a scientific curtosity at present. But 
since it probably would be possible 
to duplicate it in a vacuum, it may 
be an approach to complete absence 
of friction 

The theory is quite complicated 
It amounts to the conclusion that 
gravity will be overbalanced and 
the earth will repel a magnetized 
object if it is placed over a screen 
of some extreme super-conductor of 
electricity with a current passing 
through it. Liquid helium, first pro. 
duced at the U.S. bureau of stand- 
ards, is the greatest of all known 
superconductors. Resistance to a 
current is reduced almost to zero 
The material at present is too diff 


cult to obtain and handle to be of 
much practical importance 

It is neessary, Arkadiev says, for 
the magnet to be quite small. The 
one used in the experiments in Pro 
fessor Kapitza's laboratory wa v 
about half inch long by appro» 
imately one-tenth of an in in 
width and thickness 

Much depends, he points out, on 
the material of which the magne 


is made. Theoretically, by n 
of the right material, a considerable 
number of magnets could be made 
to “float” around a hollow ball 
filled with a superconduct 
material so that they would esser 
jally constitute a model of a solar 
tem.
